is Canada with a three-point programme for 
the Imperial Economic Conference that will effect an 
enormous trade revival within six months and build 
up an immense trade fev Canada.' 

The first point is that Great Britain should buy 
from Canada seventy-five per cent of all the lumber 
she uses in building. This would be an excellent thing 
for British Columbia and the Msrilnne Provinces. 
Canada votes for this vrith both hands. But h(^ does 
Lord Rothermere propose lo persuade British 
porters of lumber wbo are paying to Billie counlrin 
and Russia around 4B.75 per thousand feet board 
measurement that they should pay at the very least 
twice as much for Canadian lumber—that is for the 
British Columbia product—merely because k comes 
from the empire> If he is able to do this, presuming 
the Britidi people are also willing to shoulder higher 
construction costs, he will earn the undj^ gratitude 
of every Britidi Columbian. Meanwhile, since the 
cost of transportation is the chief stumbling block, be 
might have a chat with those shipowners in the Old 
Country who have a large amount of idle tonnsge 
help his plan along. 

The second point is that Great Britain should 
impose an ad valorem duty of one shillmg a bushel 
on all foreign wheat and let empire wheat in free. 
Again both Canada's arms shoot up in the air in 
hearty approval. But » Ijord Rothermere ready lo 
prepare a case which the British government would 
feel incline] to present lo the Argentine. %^re there 
is more British money invested than there is in Canada, 
in support of this proposal? 

Tba third point which the newspaper peer presents 
is that Great Britain should impose a twenty per cent 
ad valorem duty on all tamed goods—meat, fruit and 
vegetables—and on fish, butter and chaesa, whenever 
they come in from foreign countries. Still there would 
be nothing but approving shouts from Canada. Argen¬ 
tina. however, again comes into this picture, ss do 
the various E^it^an countries, to all of which, of 
course. Britain sends large quantities of nmnufactured 
products. 

In return for these concessions. Lord Rothermere 
says "thera should be a standardization of figures om 
some agr««d past period with regard to Canada i 
steel trade. Everything over and above this should 
be imported free from Great Brkam. I'he 
should be done with regard to chemicals, and British 
coal should be given free entry.** He ihcn obsenwi:
